1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of prior art 
teach or suggest a touch panel comprising a third layer which includes a light-emitting material 
which generates light in response to the operator input, and a fourth layer which generates light 
of a different color than light generated by the third layer as claimed in independent claim 1 . 
None of prior art teach or suggest a touch panel comprising a third layer which includes a light- 
emitting layer which generates light in response to an operator input, and the light-emitting layer 
is arranged to present a particular symbol to the user as claimed in independent claim 18.
